Attorney Claire F. DeWitte, representing the Appellant, Jondean Paul
Willock, has filed an amended motion requesting the preparation of supplemental
transcripts of two audio recordings that were played during the superior court
proceedings. The audio Ms. DeWitte is requesting transcribed were admitted as Exhibit
1 and Exhibit 7 in case number 4FA-11-00366CR. She explains that the admission of

Exhibit 1 is an issue on appeal, and that Exhibit 7 is relevant to an issue on appeal.

Ms. DeWitte also requests the preparation of supplemental transcripts of
two hearings concerning a mid-trial issue with a juror. One of these hearings was held
on February 25, 2019 and the other was held on February 26, 2019. She explains that

these hearings were not initially designated but they are relevant to an issue on appeal.

Lastly, Ms. DeWitte requests that the briefing be stayed pending the

completed of the supplemental transcripts.
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IT IS ORDERED:

1. The motion to prepare supplemental transcripts in this case is GRANTED.
The Appellate Court Records Office shall prepare transcripts of the items identified by
Ms. DeWitte. (If the quality of the audio on Exhibit 1 and Exhibit 7 is too poor to

prepare a viable transcript, the Appellate Court Records Office shall immediately inform
this Court.)

2. The motion that the briefing schedule be stayed pending completion of
the supplemental transcripts is GRANTED. The opening brief is due 30 days after

completion the supplemental transcripts.
